Man hag never lost the at- 
tachment, hence dis-association from 
trees makes for: unhappiness and dis- 
content with the country. Likewise 
some races can never be happy while 
disassociated from the sea, The root 
of the spiritual life takes deep hold in 
landscapes.

One misses the corn-eassels of child- 
hood, or the peach orchards, or the 
vine-yards, Even thatched cottages, 
zig-zag fences and green-swards where 
merry games were played on summer 
evenings, leaves an aching void. Trans- 
planted people cannot be patriotic in 
a real sense until the roots toke 
hold again and draw spiritual life from 
a new environment, and this cannot 
be done in one generation, 

It will be noticed that in all his- 
tory the people of small territories 
have been the most patriotic. The 
roots are forced downward, agriculture 
is intensive, neighbors are close at 
hand, and relatives are never far sep- 
arated, administration {s at a close 
range, long trips are. out of the ques- 
tion. The landscape ig so famillar 
as to be a part of one’s very nature.

A POPULAR FALLACY 
HAS BEEN EXPLODED 


' The plaint of many perosns for 
years, that if a store didn’t spend so 
much for udvertising, “the cost of the 
suit of clothes would be about half 
what it was,” is proved to be absol- 
utely false by Prof. Worace Secrist, 
director of the bureau of business re- 
search of Northwestern University, 
who has just finished an elaborate 
survey of the retail clothing trade. 
Prof. Cecrist has just gone to Roches- 
ter, N.Y., to deliver four addresses in 
as many days at the annual meeting 
of the National Association of Re- 
tail Clothiers, whose membership fur- 
nished the information upon which his 
survey is based. 

If a Chicagoan buys two suits of 
clothes a year and pays an average of 
$50 each for a suit—an expenditure of 
$100—Prof. Secrist discovered that of 
this total net sale, only $2.07 went for 
advertising and of this small amount 
but $1.59 went to the newspapers for 
newspaper advertising. The survey 


covered a three-year period and is re-| lested, 


garded as furnishing standards for 
the retail clothing trade. Whereas, 
the newspapers get only a little over 
$1.50 of that $100, Prof. Secrist shows 
that the landlord, for rent, got $2.64, 
andthat wages took $12.48. The bonus 
plan is not used by a large number of 
the retail clothiers and wherever it 
exists, it generally is in city plants 
of the largest companies, the survey 
reveals, 

Thirty-six states, with 569 
contributed the information, the 
Northwestern professor reports.

THE McMURRAY

The Industrial research department 
of the university of Alberta has under- 
taken the study of a separation pro- 
cess for reclaiming the bitumen from 
the tar sands. 

Bitumen from the “tar sands" may 
prove to be the remedy for Alberta 
muddy roads, 

Probably no other resource of the 
province holds quite the lure and. fas- 
cination for the publfc mind us the 
“tar sand” deposit of Northern Alber- 
ta, Whild-the scramble for oil goes 
on, and while we wait in expectancy 
till some of the drill-holes going down 
‘all about us shall tap some hidden pe- 
troleum pool, the tar sand deposit 
stands plainly in view, the biggest 
thing of its sort in the world, for any- 
one who passes to see. The deposit 
contains more nyineral oil than the 
world could use for some time to come 
but because no one has discovered the 
secret of how to take the oil away, it 
remains there, year after year, unmo- 
Many have looked for the 
secret. Samples of the tar sand have 
found they way far afield, and many 
technologists have given the material 
‘more or less of thelr thoughts and 
attention. But still the deposit re- 
mains unexploited, 

The province of Alberta has recog- 
nized the futility of waiting for the 
development of this resource as the 
result of the efforts of outsiders, and 
has decided to shoulder the burden of 
jher own problem.

There is a payement in 
Edmonton used for demonstration 
purposes, built by the Dominion de- 
partment of mines from the Me3Jurray 
deposit. The small amount of useful 
material in the crude product, how- 
ever, is an-insurmountable obstacle 
in the way of transportaion to any 
distance. Since four-fifths of the 
‘weight of the material is worthless 
sand, it is not hard to understand that 
it will not take much shipping charges 
to bring the cost far in excess of any 
value it may possess. 

There is one way to utilize the tar 
sands economically. Some scheme 
must be devised whereby the sand and 
bitumen may be separated from each 
other at the deposit, the sand discard- 
ed, and freight paid only on the bitu- 
men to the point where it is wanted, 
Many schemes to accomplish this end 
have been proposed, and not a few 
have been tried. Most of the schemes 
fall into one of two classes. They 
either alm to take the bitumen away 
from the sand by driving it out with 
heat, or else by dissolving it out by 
some liquid in which the bitumen is 
soluble. Both schemes work, but not 
economically, The heating, or re- 
torting, method is faced with the ne- 
cessity of heating for nothing four 
times the weight of sand that there 
is of bitumen. Further, all the bitu-

“This survey is said to be unique,” 
commented Prof. Secrist, before lea- 
ving for Rochester.

very real difference. When petroleum 
is distilled, light oils, such as gusoline 
kerosene, ete, pas sover, while the 
part that is left in the still becomes 
thick and heavy. The material in the 
es sand is more like what is left ‘of 
a petroleum after the distillation pro- 
cess. Unfortunately much of the val- 
uable parts of the original petroleum 
that leaked into the sand has disap- 
peared, The tar sand will be a very 
unimportant source of gasoline. The 
most of the bitumen will have to be 
made use of in some other way.

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EFFECT OF EMERGENCY 
TARIFF ON CANADIAN 
TRADE 


ifor the department of extension, of 
rthe University of Alberta “by Harold 
‘s. Patton, M.A.,° Department of Econ 
comics: 

The United States Emergency Tar- 
iff which ex-President Wilson vetoed 
‘during his last days at the White 
‘House, and which Mr. Harding signed 
tshortly after hig inauguration when 
ccongress again brought forward. the 
measure, has-been in effect since May 
“28th, 'The Act was designed to afford 
‘a measure of emergency protection to 
farmers, cotton growers, cattle-raisers 
wool growers and sugar producers, 
who, with large crops and stocks on 
hand, produced at inflated costs, found 
the extraordinary ‘export demand of 
1918-20 sharply~ curtailed through the 
cessation of: European government 
purchases, the resumption of normal 
‘agricultural production -in the late 
‘beligerent countries, and the sensa- 
‘tional decline in European purchasing 
-power through the removal of govern- 
ment regulation of the exchanges and 
the continued inflation of continental 
currencies, With the export consump: 
‘tion thus naturally depressed, Ameri- 
‘ean agriculturists strove to retain -at 
least the home market for their over- 
produced commodities by securing. an 
-emergencies tariff duty to exclude the 
competing products of other agricul- 
tural countries, similarly affected, like 
Canada, Argentine and. Australia. 

President Wilson’s veto and Con- 
.gresional opposition and amendment 
defered the enactment of the Emer- 
gency. Tariff. legislation for ‘several 
months, and enabled Canadian” pro- 
ducers apd exporters to rush great 
shipments of our surplus 1920 agr icul- | 
‘tural production over the line during 
the-expiring weeks of the Underwood 
Free List, the movemeént tending still 
further to aggravate the American far- 
mers’ plight. Four and a half of the 
six months for which the Emergency 
-duties © were enacted have now .expir- 


- ed and it is possible to examine some 


of the immediate effects upon the prin- 
cipal class-of exports to Canada’s prin- 
cipal customer, for the new duties re- 
act upon what, in 1920, constituted 40 | 
per cent of Canada’s exports to that 
country, absorbing 40 per cent of her 
total exported preduction. : 

The striking declines in almost ev- 
ery commodity are not to be attribut- 
-ed solely to the new duties. The dras- 
tic curtailment of America’s foreign 
trade was bound to be reflected, irres- 
pective of tariff rates, in a diminished 
importation of Canadian — livestock} 
and wool, much of which was subse- 
quently exported as American pre- 
served “meats and clothing, while the 
general domestic ,conditions of unem- 
ployment and wage reduction would 
have tended to reduce the amount of 
Canadian products imported for home 
consumption. Even with this allow- 
ance, however, the indirect effect of 
the Emergency duties is sufficiently 
impressive. Manufactured dairy pro- 
ducts like butter, cheese and conden- 
sed milk are much more seriously af- 
fected than milk and cream, which 
are exported Chiefly from Quebec to 
New England, and are for the most 
payt directly consumed, Meats show 
a les sproportionate decline than cat- 
tle, a matter for comfort to the packer 
rather than the farmer. On the other 
hand the number of sheep exported ts 
only slightly affected, whereas. wool 
shows the greatest decline of all com- 
modities, being less than 1-70 of the 
1920 proportions, Wool is, if course, 
one of the most depressed of all raw 
materials at present, some of the al- 
lied governments still holding large 
war stocks, and our export of this 
commodity would hape — exhibited a, 
great falling off in any case. 

The two items which show an in- 
crease, and a very notable one, are 
flaxseed and wheat. The former be- 
ing essentially a pioneer crop, making 
heavy demands upon the soil, is more 
suited to Canadian than American ag- 
riculture. At the same time it is in 
increasing demand in the preparation 
of linseed oil, paints, varnishes, lino- 
leum and stock food. Since the en- 
actment of, the Underwood Tariff in 
1913, Canadian flaxseed exports to the 
United States have increased from an 


‘almost negligible item to a value of 


nearly three and a halt‘ million in 
1920, and even the 50 per cent Emer- 
gency Increase has been ineffective in 
preventing a considerably greater ex- 
port during the quarter under review. 

Despite an apparently ‘prohibitive 
duty of 35¢ a.bushel, our wheat ex- 
ports to the United States show an 
increase for the comparative period 
of nearly 800 per cent.

The Ford- 
ney Tariff inded, is designed for. bar- 
gaining as well as protection purpose- 
es. With the removing from the pres- 
ent industrial crisis the same forces 
may be expected to reassert them- 
selves in the United States which pro- 
duced the Reciprocity offer of 1910 
and the Undewood revisions of 1913, 
By vigorously developing alternative 
markets in the meantime, while — re- 
fraining from retaliatory legislation 
which would be largely self-inflictory, 
Canada will presently find herself in a 
strong and favorable position for the 
negotiation, if she desires, of new re- 
ciprocity agreements towards which 
netional American interest may be 
expected to gravitate and which will 
supersede the present abnormal Em- 
ergency restrictions.

In the second place he is repudiated 
by labor upon the ground that heohas 
always been hostile to their interests. 
Now, if lberalism means anything at 
all it means a liberal policy to classes 
ant nations who are in need of help 
and it is for this reason that. there 
has always been a close alliance. be- 
tween the liberal and labor parties in 
England and recent liberal inaction 
there has caused many of the most 
progressive liberals. in England. to 
join the labor ranks, and the same in- 
difference to labor's needs may cause 
the same result here. ; 

Now, I think this tendency’ would 
be unfortunate and should be avoided 
if possible, unless the increasing un- 
employment and decreasing standard 
of comfort enjoyed by labor {fs pro- 
vided for, there is liable to be a social 
upheaval and in such circumstances 
we are apt to suffer from legislation 
dangerous to civilization itself, and the 
result can best be avoided by a liberal 
policy from outside of labor's ranks, 
rather than leave them to scratch for 
their own salvation. 

It is necessary, therefore, that the 
liberal party should be liberal in fact 
as well as in name and that a close 
alliance should be formed with labor 
in order that their grievances may be 
provided for in advance while yet we 
can appeal to reason rather than to 
passion. 

But, beyond: all this Mr. Warner's 
noinination deprives many farmers of 
representation, not only because many 
farmers object to Mr. Warner's nom- 
ination methods and are too liberal 
to accept class exclusiveness but also 
because they rightly consider that they 
will never obtain economic independ- 
ence until they can finish and dispose 
of their productions by their own co- 
operative efforts and Mr. Warner 1s} 
a director of a dairy company whose 
interests are directly opposed, not, 
only to the co-operative ambitions of 
farmers, but also to their interests in 
insuring as much competition as pos- 
sible for the purchase of their produc- 
tions.

Obligation on Farmers 
On the other hand, the merchants of 
the town have a right to expect the 
farmers to provide a market for the 
merchandise which they have to sell, 


and the farmers are not doing their 


duty to the community if they do not 
provide such a market. In this case, 
also it is not only right but necessary 
to the prosperity of the farmers that 
they should aid the merchants in turn- 
ing their merchandise into cash. Oth- 
erwise it is obvious that the merchants 
will have no money with which to buy 
the products of the farmers.

Any town which would import from 
points hundreds of miles distant the 
farm products which it could buy at 
home would be pursuing a very short- 
sighted policy, for it would be making 
it impossible for the farmers in the 
territory to buy the goods of the mer- 
chants. As a matter of fact no town 
does this unless it is forced by unusual 
leonditions to do so. A town may be 
jlocated in a community which igs not 
productive enough to meet the local 
demands, and in that case it is forced 
to import farm products, but the town 
which is compelled to do this is ata 
disadvantage from a commercial 
istandpoint unless it is essentially ‘a 
}manufacturing town, in which case 
E products are sold to other commun- 
ae and bring in enough cash to off- 
set that which is sent away to pur- 
chase farm products.

Must Have Outside Business 


In the average community, however 
the town {is dependent for its prosper- 
ity upon the money received from the 
farmers in the ordinary channels of 
trade, rather than that obtained from 
the sale of its own products, In the 
average town the merchants cannot 
make money and continue in business 
if they are dependent solely upon tho 
people of the town for their business.
